The Herald’s heavy hand

formed sources, Herald American City 
Hall bureau chief Joe Heaney asked his 
bosses reassign him another beat. 
“He felt had done the job was sent 
here do,” said one City Hall media 
watcher, recalling that the Herald’s cred- 
ibility had plunged new lows during the 
1975 Boston mayoral campaign thanks 
large part series transparently 
slanted front-page stories echoing the 
themes Herald editorials and opinion 
columns backing state Senator Joe Tim- 
ilty’s candidacy against Kevin White. 


Heaney: stops fighting City Hall. 

Heaney, assigned City Hall only 
few days after White narrowly won 
fourth term, wasted time winning 
the respect and confidence colleagues, 
competitors and news sources. For time, 
according Herald sources, Heaney even 
managed muster “grudging respect” 
from fearsome executive city editor Bill 
Lewis, who was widely regarded the ar- 
chitect the pro-Timilty coverage that 
dominated the Herald’s news columns, 
the lingering effects which Heaney had 
undo practically singlehandedly. 

Heaney’s request for reassignment 
was utterly ignored until last week, 
when Lewis gave him one week’s notice 
his removal from the City Hall beat. 
the same time, however, Heaney was left 
completely the dark about what the 
Herald proposed with him. 

Sources close Heaney told the Phoe- 
nix (and Heaney, for his part, wouldn’t 
deny) that several his recent columns 
were either killed rewritten Lewis 
“to the point that Joe could hardly recog- 
nize them.” Said one Herald staffer: 
wants homogenize all the writ- 
all This affects everyone who 
reports the city desk, but seems like 
Joe’s copy gets the most heavy-handed 
treatment.” 

Two management sources the Her- 
ald, meanwhile, said Lewis feels that 
Heaney hasn’t generated enough “exclu- 
stories and ‘‘doesn’t produce 
general. Impassioned denials 
these premises were voiced several 
Heaney’s colleagues; said one, 
just rationalization, pure and simple.”

Television advertising for coffee seems 
have fallen off recently. Advertising 
executives are disinclined discuss the 
matter.

Philanthropy high places taken 
with sackful salt these days. the 
politicians, supermarket and restaurant 
owners want shift our consumption 
pattern from coffee other beverages, 
basic cynicism tells there must 
damn good reason. 

The public reason the philanthropic 
argument draws analogy between 
the current situation with coffee and the 
recent consumer boycott sugar. Gug- 
genheimer and others argue that coffee 
prices will wilt and fall the face sus- 
tained boycott just sugar prices did. 
The analogy somewhat misplaced, how- 
ever. The shortage sugar was mani- 
pulated shortage; the shortage coffee 
all too genuine.

Brazil the giant among coffee ex- 

porting countries. Ten major countries 


control three-fourths the world’s coffee 
exports. Brazil alone can usually re- 
lied upon for one-third the world total. 

Brazil not only exports raw (green) cof- 
fee, but also the major producer 
packaged coffee for the rest Latin 
America, including instant coffees. 
1972, Brazil began three-year planting 
program. Six hundred million trees were 
planted investment cost $740 mil- 
lion. Many these trees were feed the 
Brazilian instant coffee industry. 

The states Parana and Sao Paulo, 
the south, are the heart the coffee in- 
dustry. good year, Parana alone pro- 
duces percent Brazil’s total harvest. 
1975 was not good year. 

July 16, 1975, severe frost swept 
the eastern coast South America 
from Argentina Brazil. affected all 
Brazil’s productive areas. Not only did 
the frost destroy much that year’s har- 
vest, but, combination with strain 
parasites, caused massive destruction 
the trees themselves. Parana, 100 per- 
cent the state’s 915 million trees were 
killed. Sao Paulo, percent the 
trees were lost; percent died Mato 
Grosso. The reality the 1975 frost was 
that percent the harvest was lost. 

Were this not enough, problems 
other major coffee producing countries 
exacerbated the shortage. The civil war 
Angola caused drastic cutback that 
country’s production. Major Central 
American producers such Guatemala 
and Salvador suffered earthquakes and 
severe drought. the same time, in- 
ternal political disruptions Uganda 
took another large bite out the total 
supply. 

Coffee traded the world market 
futures. That process which crop 
contracted for approximately two years 
advance its harvest. Thus, all the 
coffee destroyed the frost had already 
been purchased and delivery was ex- 
pected. 


The major producing countries main- 
tain reserve stock coffee hedge 
gainst bad harvests. small portion 
the crop lost, the contract can still 
honored drawing upon the reserves. 
this case, the magnitude the loss was 
great that using the reserves would have 
meant virtually wiping them out one 
year. that situation, one more bad har- 
vest could spell the end Brazil’s entire 
coffee industry. 

The Brazilians chose honor their con- 
tracts through combination reliance 
upon their reserves and purchases: from 
other countries. This not only helped pre- 
serve the emergency stocks, also in- 
creased the total profit because Brazil 
bought cheap. Angola, for example, the 
Brazilians picked the coffee crop from 
Portuguese planters desperate for hard 
cash with which they could relocate 
Europe. Rwanda and Ivory Coast were 
unable drive hard bargain with Bra- 
zilian buyers because the severe 
balance-of-payments deficits both coun- 
tries were went. 

any given time, the total amount 
green (unroasted) coffee finite. Thus, 
any major shortage one part the pro- 
ducing group drastically affects the total. 

The two most basic types coffees 
grown today are robusta and arabica. 
When both are available sufficient 
quantities, robustas are generally used for 
industrially packaged commercial coffees. 
Arabicas, grown higher altitudes and 
more delicate flavor, are generally 
found “gourmet” shops. The majority 
the coffee trees destroyed Brazil 
would have produced robustas. The pur- 
chases made Brazil Angola, Rwanda 
and the Ivory Coast were similar ro- 
busta coffees.

recent survey grocery shelves 
conducted the authors led 
the discovery that eight ounce 
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glass store-brand apple juice 
costs cents—the same cost 
eight ounce cup gourmet 
coffee. Commercial coffee costs 
four cents less per cup than ap- 
ple juice (see sidebar for com- 
parative figures). 

When the Boston Globe (Jan- 
uary reported that two more 
supermarket chains had -joined

said. When asked why Star had 


not joined Stop Shop the 
boycott bandwagon, Stemberg 
replied, “It’s great public re- 
lations technique, but we’d 
suspect.” 

Coffee not sugar. The sugar 
boycott was effective for several 
reasons. There was absolute 
shortage the raw material. 
The boycott was directed not 
against producers raw sugar 
but against the refiners, who had 
been taking increasingly high 
profits. Finally, the time the 
boycott was full swing, sugar 
refiners had realized record 
quick profits and could afford 
bend “the will the peo- 
ple”. and still come out ahead. 

The shortages coffee are real 
and they will with for some 
time come. takes four five 
years for coffee tree come into 
production after planting. The 
average yield tree two 
pounds per harvest. will 
close the end this decade 
before coffee producing coun- 
tries can again mount the record 
surpluses previous years. 
Through all this prices will 
continue rise. Coffee has al- 
ways been luxury economic 
terms, but human terms 
luxury few are willing give up.

finally brought the case the 
Commonwealth vs. Susan Saxe 
conclusion started imme- 
diately after Saxe’s arrest 
Philadelphia 1975. Though 
the details the arrangement 
between the prosecution and the 
defense are supposed se- 
cret, the Phoenix has been able 
reconstruct some the bar- 
gaining that went before the 
final agreement 12-to-14 years 
for manslaughter was reached. 


According informed 
sources, Prosecutor Gaffney flew 
Philadelphia shortly after 
Saxe’s arrest offer her the 
opportunity plead guilty 
second-degree murder. Under 
indictment for felony murder, 
Saxe was then facing man- 
datory life imprisonment with 
chance parole. guilty plea 
second-degree murder would 
carry life sentence with the 
possibility parole years.

politically pure exemplary. 
was, believe, the best two 
bad alternatives. had gone 
through with another trial 
would probably have been con- 
victed. not, then the third 
trial the fourth all great 
cost time, energy and money. 
Once convicted and sentenced? 
would have two legal alterna- 
tives. Either could assume 
would never get out and plan 
life around total resistance in- 
side the walls. This was the 
course taken Stanley Bond 
(one co-defendants), who 
was murdered the govern- 
ment while imprisoned Wal- 
pole 1972. The other alterna- 
tive would attempt re- 
duce the sentence through pro- 
tracted campaign the courts, 
parole and commutation boards, 
and other legal and political 
appealing the mercy and de- 
cency the system. find this 
politically distasteful and 
counterproductive find the 
other alternative personally dis- 
tressing. 

pleading guilty have 
given the state another 
months life (the differ- 
ence between federal and 
state parole eligibility dates), 
possibly more. But least 
have put upper limit the 
time they can get from me. Yes, 
giving them something they 
have right take. sense 
it’s like paying blackmail giv- 
ing them part life keep 
them from taking the rest. 

the other hand, it’s small 
victory that even this was pos- 
sible. Without the energy, love 
and support many people, 
would have been railroaded into 
the maximum sentence the 
first trial. the movement were 
more advanced stage, per- 
haps would have been able 
push even further. Under differ- 
ent circumstances perhaps 
compromise would have been 
possible necessary. But for 
now, this point our devel- 
opment, have done what 
could. fought the state 
standstill, which partial vic- 
tory. have won back from 
them the greater part one 
woman’s life. want affirm 
once again that and will con- 
struggle.

Here’s irony for you: only few years 
ago, literary critics were complaining that 
television was rapidly destroying its au- 
dience’s appetite for elaborately con- 
structed narrative, leisurely develop- 
ment character, and all those solid 
19th-century virtues that people used 
enjoy much long historical novels 
and family chronicles. Well, those cele- 
brated virtues and pleasures are return- 
ing television. the for tele- 
mini-series (e.g., Rich Man, Poor 
Man), finally may have discovered 
something worthwhile with its im- 
mense resources and its paralyzing grip 
our attention. Roots, ABC’s million, 
12-hour adaptation Alex Haley’s best- 
seller, running one- two-hour seg- 
ments for eight consecutive nights begin- 
ning this Sunday, doubt the most 
ambitious these extravaganzas ap- 
pear commercial television thus far, 
and certainly the best. seen only the 
first episode (roughly minutes) and 


was fascinated the material even when 
ABC was trying hardest reduce its 
power living-room dimensions. 

now probably heard some- 
thing Alex Haley (the magazine writer 
who fashioned The Autobiography 
Malcolm and his 10-year search for the 
origins his family. Depending 
written records here and oral histori- 
ans Africa, Haley finally traced his an- 
cestors six generations back young 
warrior named Kunta Kinte who lived 
the village Juffure Gambia, West 
Africa, and who was kidnaped 1767 
the age and transported the Lord 
Ligonier Maryland, where was sold 
Virginia planter. The book both 
genuinely exciting and disappointingly 
conventional. the one hand, Haley 
traveled all over America and Africa, in- 
terviewing countless people and subject- 
ing himself such rigors lying the 
dark hold freighter for days end 
order experience the physical sensa- 
tions slavery. the other, has com- 


posed book square its style and 
basic appeal (his research was partially 
supported Reader’s Digest and was 
first published there) that one almost sus- 
pects him calculated simplicity. The 
prose plain, orderly, undistinguished. 

Like many popular American books 
this age journalism, Roots strong 
accumulated physical detail (ani- 


mals, plants, tastes, smells, etc.) but 


weak dramatic excitement, structural 
ingenuity, lyrical flow 
Haley’s undoubted strong suit narra- 
tive construction. Years ago shaped 
Malcom’s thunderbolt eloquence and sar- 
casm into fine solid chronicle, and 
Roots his account such things 
Kunta’s training for manhood and terri- 
fying voyage across the Atlantic succeed 
through emotional sympathy and sheer 
repetition physical detail. The book

his life, even his sanity, 
therefore endangered. 

For Huzur Roy’s estate 


there, full cute foxes and frogs, 
but it’s invaded now rock 
band. The vibes get heavier and 
heavier until volcano erupts 
and Mother Nature resumes her 
reign.

Joann Green, who adapted 
and directed The Oresteia for the 
Cambridge Ensemble, has 
milked that sacred Aeschylean 
cow for its primitive terror but 
its scope and gran- 
deur. her boldly intriguing but 
too often infuriating production 
Agamemnon, The Libation 
Bearers and The Eumenides 
combined, the legendary gall 
the house Atreus condensed 
(along with the texts), mixed 
with equal parts O’Neill and 
Grotowski, and served with 
Hamlet sprinkled arbitrarily 
over top like nutmeg. Many will 
doubtless find hard swal- 
low Oresteia from which chor- 
uses, the polis and the goading 
gods have been deleted, render- 
ing the trilogy starkly ritual- 
istic exploration violence 
the family and ensuing guilt, ra- 
ther than Aeschylus’s towering 
lyric tragedy culminating the 
establishment community 
Athens. Nevertheless, Green’s 
treatment fascinates because 
neither crack-brained nor 
trendy Richard Schechner. 
It’s thoughtfully reductive and 
performed sometimes start- 
ling theatrical effect our most 
remarkable local theater troupe.

The Agamemnon begins 
darkness with howl fore- 
boding; Atrean anguish pre- 
dates these events and doom 
pre-ordained. But Orestes lacks 
Hamlet’s powers analysis.

Entering the plush offices 
Island Records New York Ci- 
ty, one confronted gate. 
Not very imposing obstacle, 
merely two hinged wooden cab- 
inet doors, but gate never- 
theless. Its intended effect, ob- 
viously, not protect for- 
bid, but merely discourage. 
Why the gate? It’s there, the 
words one Island’s New 
York salespersons, keep the 
Jamaicans the Is- 
land office, the 
publicity department, where the 
American company’s lone 
Jamaican employee toils away. 
But how that Island Rec- 
ords, the label whose image 
practically synonymous with 
reggae and whose very name de- 
rives from the island Jamai- 
ca, must resort gate shel- 
ter its executives from the art- 
ists with whom has closely 
aligned itself? 

The answer, this instance, 
more with the individuals 
Island’s New York office than 
with any sort company pol- 
icy. one vivid example 
how the romance reggae 
clashes with the reality: while Is- 
land acts reggae’s good-will 
ambassador the 
natty dreadlocks such artists 
Bob Marley, Toots the 
Maytals, Bunny Wailer and 
many others, simply cannot 
deal personally with these art- 
ists (or their friends, who de- 
scend droves the Island of- 
fice search free records and 
promotional materials). One 
typical which helped 
produce this wary atmosphere 
took place years ago 
during triumphant tour the 
Wailers. When the group hit 
town for gig the Schaefer 
Music Festival, Island was be- 
set with dozens the band’s 
“friends” professing need 
posters Bob Marley some 
promotional work for the con-

Historically, Rastafarian- 
ism’s origins are clear enough. 
Jamaican evangelist Marcus 
Garvey (who was deported from 
the 1927 after sowing the 
seeds, Harlem and South Chi- 
cago, what would, four dec- 
ades later, called Black Pow- 
er) called blacks, the lost 
tribes Judah, carry their 
African-rooted traditions and ac- 
tually return their home- 
land, where they would ruled 
black king. But the move- 


ment which Garvey 


bears little resemblance the 
marijuana-befogged rhetoric 
spewn forth today under the 
Rasta rubric. Now, years after 
Garvey’s death, any reggae art- 
ist worth his salt can Rasta 


merely including the five key 
catch-phrases every song: 
Jah [God] Zion Rastamon 
Babylon Dread. 

The last couple years have 
seen record companies flocking 
Kingston droves whose likes 
have not been seen since the late 
stampede Haight-Ash- 
bury. And the resemblance does 
not end there: the Rastas have 
much common with the 
American hippies. Like the hip- 
pies, the Rastas consider them- 
selves revolutionaries, yet they 
seem find themselves the 
wrong side the law primarily 
because their devotion 
marijuana. Just like those other 
long-hairs who set the Haight 
aglow one large, communal 
waterpipe-dream, the Rasta- 
farians are revolutionaries out 
the necessity their insatiable 
habits. Granted, the political cli- 
mate Trenchtown heavier 
than anything the hippies could 
ever have hallucinated; still, few 
the Rastas are militant, and 
even those who try relieve the 
pressure find that they are iso- 
lated, that there organiza- 
tion, and that Bob Marley’s an- 
thems are their only weapons. 
The few who strike out their 
own find themselves either shot 
locked Prime Minister 
Manley’s Gun Court, where all 
sentences are for life. Two ar- 
ticles which appeared sum- 
mer issue Rolling Stone repre- 
sented the dichotomy perfectly, 
unintentionally: one piece was 
about Jamaica’s politics, the 
second about the music. Un- 
fortunately, the twain seldom 
meet isolated, bizarre 

like the recent shoot- 
ing Bob Marley). 

But the

New music goes church

Perhaps the young Karl 
Berger, who grew Heidel- 
berg and received PhD from 
the University Berlin, ima- 
gined himself setting music 
school American set- 
ting. doubt, however, that 
Blackwell, before leaving New 
Orleans become Ornette Cole- 
man’s drummer, ever thought 
he’d end teaching Wes- 
leyan.

teach, leave the large urban cen- 
ters possible, depend for- 
eign interest and support for sus- 
tenance. Above all, carve out 
your own niche, for the increas- 
ing number parallels between 
jazz-based experimenters and 
artists working recognized 
European forms has yet 
recognized most institutions. 
Blackwell, for example, teach- 
ing Wesleyan’s Black Studies 
program rather than its mu- 
sic department, and David 
Moss, the percussionist who 
works with Baird Hersey, 
teaches under the auspices 
Washington University’s dance 
department.

Berger, Blackwell, Lake, Moss 
and several other notable players 


performed Boston’s Church 
the Covenant January 
benefit for Berger’s Creative 
Music Studio Woodstock. The 
concert illustrated two more 
phenomena that make the con- 
temporary avant garde fasci- 
nating: predisposition create 
groups comprising musicians 
who normally don’t play to- 
gether, place those who are 
familiar with each other unu- 
sual settings; and the shift from 
nightclubs and traditional con- 
cert halls venues such 
churches (Berger’s most recent 
album, his own CMC label, 
called The Peace Church Con- 
certs). arrived late, after per- 
formances the Steven Gorn 
Ensemble and pianist Anthony 
Davis, but the remaining music 
was high quality, with few 
the slack stretches most con- 
certs this type inevitably con- 
tain. 

Lake and guitarist Michael 
Gregory Jackson work together 
frequently, most often Lake’s 
quartet; here they played three 
inspired duets. Those who ex- 
pected the extreme alto saxo- 
phone sonorities Lake’s Heavy 
Spirits (Arista-Freedom) may 
have been surprised his pre- 
cise construction and gentle ar- 
ticulation. But, then, the most 
interesting experimenters have 
recognized the diminishing re- 
turns constant shouting. Heat 
was not lacking, however, espe- 
cially when Lake took the sec- 
ond composition out segue- 


ing from its rapid unison head 
two vocal choruses, with alto sax 
interjections, “Zen Blues.” 
Lake and Jackson used different 
instrumental combinations for 
each piece (flute/acoustic gui- 
tar, alto sax/electric guitar, 
curved soprano and acoustic), 
and their varying sonorities 
shared richness and delicate 
balance. Once again, Jackson 
proved highly original master 
his instruments. His lower reg- 
ister lines electric guitar reso- 
nated like bass trombone’s, 
while his acoustic work dis- 
played warm tone and excep- 
tional speed. lovely moment 
was achieved the first piece 
when Jackson sang wordlessly 
warm tenor voice over guitar 
accompaniment while Lake’s 
flute spun polite counter-melo- 
dies. Holding Together,

Composer/guitarist Baird 
Hersey began his set duet with 
David Moss. The pair moved 
from scurrying phrases and omi-, 
nous moods (Hersey bowing his 
electric guitar, Moss conjuring 
metallic mist with gong, tri- 
angle, pot tops, etc.) steel- 
drum patterns and restrained 
melodies. Again the freedom was 
controlled, with every pattern 
clearly conceived. Moss contin- 
ues amazingly fast yet 
light percussionist.

evening that went too long.

Giuffre lent special dimension 
the music with 
thematic pokes tenor sax and 
clarinet and, aided Black- 
well’s absolutely ex- 
quisite interlude bass flute. 
The entire performance was 
among the gentlest, most subtle 
examples new jazz one like- 
hear, and Berger’s dainty 
leaps vibes seemed sum- 
marize the comfortable, af- 
firmative spirit the music. For 
finale, Berger led several young 
musicians who had attended 
three workshop sessions prior 
the concert 13-beat chant 
pattern. trombonist identified 
only “Snake” took wide- 
ranging and imaginative solo, 
and Ing Rid led the ensemble 
concluding vocal, “The smile 
that you send out returns you.”

Gary Wright 
THE LIGHT SMILES
